It is even possible, but not like­ 
ly, that Congress won’t give El­ 
senhower the authority at all. 
The State Department by the 
way it ''leaked” news of Eisen­ 
hower’s proposed request to Con­ 
gress has put Congress on a deli­ 
cate spot. 
If 
it 
repudiates 
Eisenhower’s 
idea, it would be doing so at a 
time when the danger of Russian 
penetration in the Middle East, if 
only by infiltration and subversion 
and not by armed attack, is serious. 
Divided Opinion 
A repudiation by Congress now 
would 
appear 
as notice to the 
world — and to Russia and the 
Middle East—that American opin­ 
ion was so divided on what to do 
to block communism that it didn’t 
know how to act. 
Still, in 1953. on the urging of 
some of his fellow Republicans,

WISE MEN SELK JESUS 
M atthew 2:1-12 
Key Verse: They fell down and 
worshipped him. Then, opening their 
treasures, they offered him gifts, 
gold and frankincense and m yrrh. 
M atthew 2:11. 
The opening quarter's lessons for 
1957 consist of a study of 
the 
Gospel of M atthew. The first lesson 
is most appropriate for the season— 
the narrative of the Wise Men from 
the East who came to worship and 
offer gifts to the new-born King. 
Before exploring this m anifesta­ 
tion of homage, it is well to discuss 
the 
author of 
the 
first Gospel 
and his main purpose in writing It. 
M atthew was a disciple of Jesus 
and was also called Levi. He was a 
Jew but a tax collector in the employ 
of Herod and, as such, was despised. 
His office or station was located at 
Capernaum 
on 
the ggreat com­ 
mercial highway between Damacsus 
and 
the 
M editerranean. 
In 
his 
Gospel he humbly refer* to himself 
as a ‘‘publican.” 
Refer To Old Testament* 
M atthew ’s account was w ritten 
prim arily to confirm Jewish C hristi­ 
ans In their belief th at Jesus of 
Nazareth 
was 
the 
Messiah 
long 
foretold by the phophets and ex- 
j pet ted by his nation. There are 
m any references to the Old T esta­ 
ment, the genealogy of Jesus is 
traced back to Abraham through 
the line of David, and frequent usa 
of the title Son of David is used. 
The Gospel has first place because 
it is the longest of the Gospels and 
it is related more closely to th* 
Old Testam ent. The events recorded 
in this account are substantially 
the same as those in Mark and 
Luke. 
Tile news of Jesus' birth was a n ­ 
nounced first to humble shepherds 
near Bethlehem and they sought 
Him at once. But the advent of a 
Mess!an. a future king of the Jews, 
had long been noted and expected 
by learned men of the Orient. These 
so-called 
' wise 
m en” or 
’‘m agi” 
were astrologers whose bus I new it 
was to follow the unusual and usual 
m anifestations In the heavens They 
were scholarly men who probably 
were well acqainted with Jewish 
history and prophecy. Daniel, proph­ 
et of the exile who lived at Babylon, 
had forecast almost the exact tim* 
of the Messiah's birth. The C hal­ 
dean* and Babylonians had keen 
philosopher* and seers who studied 
and followed these phophecies. 
The Wise Men are usually referred 
to as three although not numbered 
in the Bible narrative. This tradition 
of the Three Wise Men became quit* 
celebrated in the Middle Ages and 
Bede went so far as to nam e them 
Kaspar, Melchior and B althasar. It 
wa* they who made the long 1,000 
or more mile Journey, following a 
star which led them West tow ard 
Jerusalem . Undoubtedly there was 
quite a company of them and be­ 
cause 
of their 
high 
rank, 
they 
created quite a stir in Jerusalem . 
Stopping to inquire of King Herod 
the wile lea bouts of the Infant king, 
they were told to return and report 
where they had found Him. 
led To Bethlehem 
Continuing to follow this unusual 
star, they were led to Bethlehem. 
Their 
arrival 
probably 
occurred 
sometime between 40 days 
after 
Jesus’ birth and two years. The 
homage of these high-ranking men 
: prove* that men of all classes and 
conditions were seeking Emmanuel, 
the holy Son of God. And through 
their rich gifts of gold, frankincense 
and m yrrh the humble, poor parents 
of the Christ Child were provided 
! with the means of fleeing into Egypt 
to escape the vengeful jealousy and 
hostility of the wicked Herod. An 
| angel had warned the Wise Men not 
i to return to Herod. 
Scientists have an em planation 
for the appearance of the huge star 
in the heavens about the time of 
; Jesus’ birth; it was the conjunction 
; of two planets In our solar system. 
But the way in which the star 
| guided the sages from the East was 
I divinely planned. It was another 
supernatural evidence of God’s hand 
guiding the world to a knowledge 
of Christ and His Gospel of love 
and salvation. The visit of the Wise 
Men was a symbol th a t the coming 
of Christ was as im portant to the 
Gentile world as to the Hebrews. 
The lesson title may be inter­ 
preted as an affirm ation as well as 
a statem ent of fact. If we are wise 
as the magi of ancient times we 
will kneel at Jesus’ feet also, wor­ 
shipping 
Him 
and offering 
Him 
our gifts—talents, ability to serve, 
and money to carry on the work of 
evangelization. It we follow Him as 
Light of the world and friendly 
Guide, we shall choose the right 
course.
